All  members  of  the  staff  are  to  report  at  this  time.  Other  Divisions  will  report  to  their 
assigned  positions  as  indicated: 

First  Division:  Dorchester  Avenue  and  Columbia  Road 

Second  Division:  Columbia  Road  at  Dorchester  Avenue 

Third  Division:  Edison  Green 

Fourth  Division:  Crescent  Avenue  at  Dorchester  Avenue
